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Five new towers will help 


re-establish SUPE network

MANTI — The Sanpete County 
Coramissioners heard a report from 
Ernest Rowley of Sunrise Engineer- 
ing that five survey towers are in 
ine process of being placed in 
Sanpete County which will aid in 
the preservation and re-establish- 
ment of the official United States 
land survey network and the Utah 
State Plane Coordinate System. 

Plaques on the towers will give 
this information along with an ex- 
planation: “The use of this tower 
Should provide for less expensive 
and more accurate land surveys for 
surveyors, property owners, and 
counties.” 

The five metal towers have al- 
ready been fabricated. They are 
built in pyramid form, are 10 feet 
high at the base and 15 feet tall, 


and are placed on concrete, deep 
seated bases. 

The five towers will be laced on 
high points in Sanpete County. One 
is already in place on Baldy Moun- 
tain west of Ephraim. It is NIB 
on private land. 


The second tower will NN on 
Musinia, the third "above Mt, Pleas 
ant near the Skyline Drive, th 
fourth on Horseshoe Mtn. and the 
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fifth on the south side of Salt Creek.
